WASHINGTON (AP)-Truck­ 
ing employers say they will not 
attempt to influence the make­ 
up of the Teamsters Union ne­ 
gotiating committee — meaning 
they won't try to keep union 
President James R. Hoffa out of 
prison during negotiations early 
next year on a nationwide con­ 
tract. 


Hoffa and some union officials 
claim that Hoffa is indispensa­ 
ble to the negotiations. But the 
Trucking Employers, Inc., in 
effect said Tuesday they won t 
try to delay Hoffa's going to 
prison for a conviction and 
eight-year sentence on a charge 
of jury tampering, which the 
Supreme 
Court 
upheld 
last 
week. 


Hoffa's attorney Joseph A. 
Panelli, tried Tuesday to at 
least delay his client’s trip be­ 
hind bars. He sought a 30-day 
extension until Feb. 4 of the 
time limit for asking the Su­ 
preme Court to reconsider its 
decision. 


The court presumably would 
take some time beyond that to 
rule on the request for reconsid­ 
eration—time during which Hof­ 
fa could remain free on bail. 


Negotiations on the national 
master contract are expected to 
begin Jan. 17 in Washington. 
The present contract expires 
March 31.

“When first sighted, the air­ 
craft were headed toward the 
Long Beach," the spokesman 
said. 


The U.S. aircraft carrier Kitty 
Hawk launched the two Phan­ 
tom jets. 


These locked onto the other 
planes with radar and fired air- 
to-air missiles. The number of 
missiles fired was not reported 
in Saigon. 


The spokesman said the only 
result known here was that the 
enemy 
aircraft 
disappeared 
from the radar scopes of the 
Phantom fighters. 


They were not identified by 
type.

Ralph MacMullan. director of the Michigan Con­ 
servation Department, was asked recently what the 
first reaction to the department’s proposal of a $876 
million 10-year prosri'am of conservation expansion for 
Michijran had been? 


The plan was announced in November. 
Since $278.5 million of the total would be income 
from new soui*ces the program calls for a big change in 
public thinking about how much should be spent on 
conservation. 


MacMullan thought that the first i*eaction to the 
plan had been generally friendly and indicative of sup- 
poi-t. Tlie Michigan United Conservation Club, biggest 
sportsmen’s organization in the state, didn't get out a 
tomahawk to use on the plan and that’s a good sign, al­ 
though the MUOC is a progressive element and apt to 
be out in front of public opinion a bit on conservation 
mattera.

The 10 year profram is an effort to package up the 
recommendations that have come out of i^anning for 
conservation. Uke surgery that comes out of expert 
diagnosis, it’s apt to be painful but good for the patient. 
Most of the placing is for facilities that will inevitably 
be acquii«d by the state. It is proposed that they be 
acquired now because they’ll cost more later. 


MacMullan said that it is impossible to foresee the 
exact future of recreation in Michigan, but that some 
conditions are virtually assured. The Upp®** Peninsula 
still doesn’t bdieve in the population ex^osion because 
it has had so few evidences of it. but it is real and it 
will affect the future of the Upper Peninsula drastically 
in a i-elatively few years, he is c^itain.
